THE  JAPANESE  BEETLE  (16  mm.  sound,  color,  13  min.) 


Each  Spring  the  inevitable  invasion  of  plant  pests  and  insects  begins 
all  over  the  country.  One  of  the  most  destructive  campaigns  against  250 
farm,  field  and  fruit  crops  and  ornamentals  is  caused  by  the  Japanese 
Beetle. 

This  film  shows  the  life  cycle  of  the  beetle,  and  methods  of  detecting 
and  controlling  his  activities.  Viewers  are  acquainted  with  State  and 
Federal  control  programs  and  quarantine  regulations.  Reasons  for  re- 
strictions in  transporting  plants  from  area  to  area  are  made  clear.  Tested 
methods  of  combating  the  beetle  help  both  farmer  and  gardener  get  an 
early  start  against  this  destructive  pest.

One  of  the  Nation’s  greatest  demands  today  is  for  one  of  the  oldest 

material  used  by  man— wood.  Recognizing  the  need  to  find  more  efficient 
uses  of  forest  products,  scientists  at  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Forest 
Products  Laboratory  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  are  trying  to  learn  every- 
thing possible  about  the  properties  of  wood.  As  a result,  they  are  de- 
vising cheaper  and  simpler  processes  for  converting  wood  never  before 

considered  worthwhile  into  thousands  of  laminated  pulp  and  paper  pro- 
ducts in  daily  use.

Actual  scenes  taken  at  the  height  of  the  floods  that  occurred  in  the 
Southwest  in  the  Spring  of  1957  illustrate  what  can  happen  when  ade- 
quate soil  and  water  conservation  measures  are  not  taken. 

This  film  shows  how  land  treatment  and  floodwater  retarding  dams  op- 
erate to  prevent  flood  damages  and  make  better  use  of  the  water  supply 
we  have. 


WATERSHED  WILDFIRE  (16  mm.  sound,  b/w  and  color,  21  min.) 


Wildfire  raced  up  the  steep  brush-cov_.ed  canyons  of  California’s  Los 
Padres  National  Forest,  destroying  nature’s  priceless  green  blanket 
that  protected  one  of  the  largest  watersheds  in  the  West.  U.  S.  Marines, 
California  State  fire  fighters,  and  Indian  forest  fire  fighters  helped  Forest 
Service  fighting  crews  day  and  night  until  the  holocaust  was  suppressed. 
Here,  scorched  earth  was  the  price  of  human  carelessness.  Camera  scenes 
taken  at  the  height  of  the  crisis  are  a vivid  reminder  that  everyone’s  help  is 
needed  in  fire  prevention,  detection  and  fire  control.  ( If  color  print  isde- 
sired,  please  specify.)
